The contract, to which all oil men have been looking for- 


ward for some time, is said to be the biggest deal in point of

coast. 


The total production of the state is estimated at about 215,000 
barrels daily, of which approximately 111,000 barrels are produced 
by the Agency-Ljiion combination, ilie Associated Iieinj;
